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Students To Vote On $130,000 Lights

Campus Split 
Reflected In 
Opposition

SSC’s student Senate threw a political 
hot potato into the lap of the student body 
late Wednesday afternoon. The Senate 
called for a general student vote to 
decide whether $130,000 should be allo- 
cated for putting high-intensity night lights 
in the campus footbal! stadium. 

The Senate, by its action, aiso called 
into serious question the representative 
nature of student government at Sacra- 
mento State College (see editorial, pg.2). 
The Student Senate is the directly elected 
legislative body of the SSC student govern- 
ment. 


Polarization 


A sharply polarized, extremely vocal 
body of students confronted the Senate for 
more than two hours of open-floor debate 
on the stadium light proposal. The senate 
ultimately found itself either unable or 
unwilling to decide the issue (see opposite 
article). 

The Board of Finance laid the problem 
before the Senate in the form of a Board 
recommendation asking approval for pur- 
chase and construction of the lighting 
facilities. 

According to the Board’s estimates, 
20 per cent of the $130,000 will be paid 
by gate receipts at football and track 
events in the stadium. Another 40 per 
cent will be taken from any other paying 
activity on campus, including drama 
presentations as wel! as sports events. 

The student body, through the ASSSC, 
will be required to pay the balance, 
besides underwr'ting the entire sum. 

An initial Cownpayment of $80,00u, 
according to the outline of the Board of 
Finance, musi be made by the Associated 
Students from collected student body funds. 

$40,000 of this down payment would 
come from ASSSC general reserves, 

24,000 from a fund set aside several 
years ago (and never used) for purchase 
of the lights in the now destroyed Edmonds 
Field in Sacramento. $16,000 would come 
from monies previously allocated for 
rebuilding and modernizing the temporary 
press box in the college stadium. 

An attendance increase of 10,000 per- 
sons for the five-game footbal! season 
is projected by the Board of Finance 
report. This increase would raise total 
attendance to 23,686, according to the 
Board, and would increase revenue for 
the year to $19,622. 

The Board was approached earlier in 
the day by Willis J. Black, director of 
Placement and Financial Aids. Black 
asked the Board’s members to recommend 
a desperately needed $10,000 disburse- 
ment from the student body’s general 
reserves to salvage the faltering Economic 
Opportunity P rogram. 

The EOP program gives critical finan- 
cial aid to 64 economically disadvantaged 
students who otherwise could not attend 
college. 

Black was unsuccessful in his attempt 
Wednesday, as the Board of Finance 
failed to muster enough members to make 
a quorum at the meeting. Consideration 
of the EOP proposal was put off until 
Thursday.

Moss To Analyze 


Foreign Policy Making

Democratic Congressman John EF. 
Moss, 3rd District (Sacramento), will dis- 
cuss foreign policy-making on the current 
congressiona! scene at SSC this Saturday. 
He will address participants and spec- 
tators in the Fall Debate Workshop at 
10 a.m. in the Little Theatre. 

Students from 25 Northern California 
colleges and universities will gather to 
discuss and learn about the debate topic, 
“Resolved: that executive contro! of 
United States foreign policy should be 
substantially limited.’’ 

Moss, contacted at his Sacramento 
office, summarized his view this way: 
‘‘My personal observation of the major 
trouble spots of the world convince me 
there should be a greater partnership 
between the executive and legislative 
branches of government — not to the 
detriment of the executive — in exer- 
cising the role envisioned in the Con- 
stitution,...’’ 

As one of its ‘founding fathers,’ 


the Congressman has a speciai interest 
in SSC. In 1947, then-assemblyman Moss 
joined with Assemblyman Gordon Fleury 
and the late State Senator Ear] Desmond 
in obtaining the first funds for the college. 

Moss will join two other speakers on 
a panel of authorities. Professor Rubert 
Lieber, University of California at Davis, 
was a McCarthy campaigner and special- 
izes in internaiional politics. He wiil 
discuss international implications of the 
executive contro! of foreign power. 

Professor Richard Hughes, SSC, has 
just returned from a year with the Atomic 
Energy Commission in Washington, D.C 
His talk will cover the presidential role 
in foreign policy-making. 

Registration for the debate workshop 
will be from 9 - 10 a.m. in the Little 
Theatre lobby. There is no fee, and the 
public is encouraged to attend. An ex- 
hibition debate between two college teams, 
to be critiqued by Northern California 
Forensic Association coaches, will kick 
off the day. After a ‘‘dutch treat’? lunch 
in the snack bar, the panel experts will 
present their prepared statements, then 
answer questions, 


Student Crowd 
Against Lights

Shall the Associated Students of Sacra- 
mento State College spend $130,000 to 
install field lights and a public address 
system at the Hornet football stadium? 

Eighty students crowded into Ribera 
Room at 3 p.m. Wednesday to debate the 
issue before the Student Senate. Outside, 
others listened at open windows. 

The majority of the audience was 
loudly anti-lights. At the end of the 
stormy, two and three-quarter hour ses- 
sion, it was a stand-off. The Senate 
voted to put the proposal to student body 
vote and indicated it would abide by the 
decision. 


BOF Report 


The meeting opened with the Board of 
Finance’s recommendation that stadium 
lights be purchased. The group’s report 
stated that $24,000 is available from an 
existing stadium |ight fund and that $16,000 
could be obtained from a press box fund. 
It suggested that an additional $40,000 
be allocated from the general reserves 
and that the remaining $50,000 be finan- 
ced by a loan. 

Athletic Director Fred Lewis estimated 
an additional revenue of $13,000 a year 
from sporting events alone if the stadium 
is equipped with lights. However, he 
also said that payments on a 10-year loan 
plus maintenance costs would total an 
equal amount, $13,000. 

John Krier, ASSSC business manager, 
stated that 2,315 SSC students attended 
last Saturday night’s game with Humboldt 
at Hughes Stadium. The previous week, 
when the Hornets met Cal Poly (Pomona) 
in a day game, 1426 SSC students attended. 
Almost twice as many students attended 
the night game, Krier pointed out. 

Major opposition to stadium lights 
came from participants in the Economic 
Opportunity Program on campus and their 
supporters. The group feels if money is 
allocated for lights they will not receive 
funds necessary to continue the disad- 
vantaged students prograrn. 

Priorities 

‘People versus lights’’ and “It’s a 
matter of priorities’’ were phrases heard 
often during the discussion from the floor. 
One student accused the Senate of ‘‘paying 
for the lights with the education of de- 
prived students,’’ and said ‘‘I give adamn 
about people!’’ 

Senator Dennis Osterdock denied that 
it was a matter of “priorities’’. EOP’s 
request for $10,000 was made last week,”’ 
he said. ‘The lights came up first.’ 

Edwin Klingelhofer, associate dean,of 
the School of Arts and Sciences, contra- 
dicted Osterdock and pointed to the Board 
of Finance’s minutes for support. On 
September 24, before lights were pro- 
posed, a representative of EOP appeared 
before the Board and asked for the funds. 
‘‘Lacking a quorum,” the minutes read, 
“the Board of Finance agreed to refer 
it (the proposal) to the Student Senate.” 

Klingelhofer conciuded, “The question 
is, what is the responsibility of the col- 
ege ... and of the students?’’ 

ASSSC President Lenard Starks spoke 
in favor of stadium lights, saying he did 
not feel that allocating funds for them 
meant ‘‘we will be shutting the door to 
the Economic Opportunity P rogram,"’ 

Krier agreed and pointed out that

The Lights and E.0.P: 





Not An‘“‘Either-Or’’ Issue . 


The issue of lights for Sacramento State’s football field has been 
fogged-up worse than the Golden Gate Bridge in a winter’s dawn. 

SSC’s Student Senators met Wednesday night to ponder the issue; 
two clear factions were present — pro-lights and anti-lights. 

The pro-light group, represented by Athletic Director Fred Lewis, 
areued that there eventually would be a profit in investing now in 
on-.2mpus night football, Their reasoning — that night baligames 
would woost attendance enough to pay for the lights on a long-term 
basis, ani that a profit could then be returned, 

The a.ti-light group argued that $130,000 in student funds should 
not be spent in such a long-term investment as lights, when the money 
could be ised for higher priorities, such as Economic Opportunities 
Program. 

But let us clear some of the fog away from the issue. 

ASSSC President Lenard Starks was flirting with the centra! issue 
when he was talking about the appropriation for lights not excluding 
the desired .ppropriation for Economic Opportunities. As Dean 
Margaret McKoane voiced, it is not an ‘‘either-or’’ issue. 

The conside,ation of lights for the football field should first be 
its own merits, This is not to say, by any means, that 
lights take precidence over money for Economic Opportunities. 

But the issve is this: Is such a capital investment, with hopes of 
eventually turning a profit, a legitimate way to spend student funds’ 
If the Student Senators had done a bit of homework, they would have 
seen that this was the central issue. They should have seen that dis- 
cussing the legitimacy of using student funds for a capita! investment 
was NOT the equivalent of discussing — as in Wednesday’s Senate 
meeting whether or not humans take precedence over lights. 

The central issue must first be discussed and decided by Senate 
members. Thea, and on'ty then, should they turn to the task of deciding 
where the mone, shovid go — and we would certainly then praise 
the Senate if they deciuged to place money in such programs as Economic 
Opportunities.

Crank’s Corner 
A Challenge: Face The 
Real Campus Problems 


What to make of that campaign of benevolence emanating from 
the Administration Building! A president who during his first two 
years showed scant interest in what the students and faculty -- to 
say nothing of the community -- thought about the quality of educational 
life around here is suddenly calling student leaders into his office 
for consultations and into his home for socializing, openly dealing 
with student gripes in Alice’s Restaurant, publicly defending the rights 
of students to organize and finance the controversial Symposium on 





Racism, and appointing study committees of every sort to evaluate 
the institution. There have been so many dramatic and unexpected 
changes in the President’s attitudes and conduct in recent weeks 


that one might get the impression that he is trying either to hold 
on to his present job or to get himself in shape for a new one, Which- 
ever the case may be, one senses an urgency bordering on desperation, 


Accomodation 

And what of the students -- those raidcals whose hopes for con- 
frontation with the Administration this year had utterly depended on 
the President’s being his usual intractable, despotic self? They 
have been importantly put out of business -— pacified. They have 
been met with such understanding and accomodation that they have 
been disarmed. You want grapes taken out of the cafeteria -- we'll 
take them out. You want increased numbers of minority students 
admitted -- we'll see to it. You want a traffic light installed at the 
Folsom entrance -- we're working on it. You want Eldridge Cleaver 
to speak -- we'll defend your rights of free inquiry and speech, How 
can the rhetoric of militancy prevail against such concessions’ Al- 
ready one begins to hear the radicals mumbling about how Robert 
Johns may, after all, be a President they can live with. 

The critical error made by the students was, of course, their 
failure to identify the real enemy. President Johns has very little 
actual control over the quality of teaching and learning in this college, 
His primary job is to service or facilitate the educationa! experience, 
not to determine its objectives, content, or methodology. He can make 
changes in our educational environment -- by removing grapes 
enlarging parking lots, putting lights in the stadium, or getting a traffic 
light installed, Gut when all these demands have been made and met — 
what then’ 


Real Changes? 


Have the basic conditions of teaching and learning in any ways been 
‘hanged for the better Have the irrelevance and insignificance of 
the curriculum and the outmoded teaching methods been affected 
Hiave the brutal and demeaning evaluation and grading procedures 
been touched Have the odds been improved that truly effective 


professors will be retained and promoted’ Have educational innovation 


and reform centering on fuller, more authentic student participation 
in the learning process been encouraged’? In short, have any of the 
basic policies and practices of our institutional life been affected 


by the resident's benevolent interest and intervention’ 


The answer is that they have not. Only the f? ulty members of this 
college -- both individually and collectively -- have both the competence 
and authority to bring about these kinds of significant reform. If 
academic history is any guide, however, it is unlikely that our faculty 
will show much initiative in addressing itself to such questions, 
At the moment the faculty’s biggest concern is not the overhauling 
of this institution nor, it would appeai, even the protecting of its 


against the political invasions of Reagan, Kafferty, and the

Author Examines Myth 
Of Men's Women’s Roles

Clayton Barbeau, prominent 
author and resident of Haight- 
Ashbury, spoke last Wednesday on 
the crisis of masculinity and 
femininity in the world today. 
Discussing the relationship be- 
tween the sexes, Barbezu sought 
to answer the question, ‘‘Mas- 
culine -- Feminine Encounter: 
Have the Twain Met?”’ 

Examining misconceptions with 
respect to masculinity and 
femininity, Barbeau emphasized 
that society is ‘‘wrong to im- 
prison women in a cage that says 
women cannot use their brains, or 
are being unfeminine if they head 
up corporations, just as it would 
be to say that men are being un- 
masculine if they weep when full 
of grief, or if they choose to 
become ballet dancers.’’ 

Regarding the responsibility of 
womanhood, Barbeau, pointed out 


that a man is meant to be a 
‘firm, dependable rock of 
strength,”’ but he cannot be such 


unless a woman helps him, ‘‘Her 
strength is as necessary to their 
relationship as is his own, but 
her strength must be love, in a 
certain moral courage that leads 
her to have faith in her husband, 
to place ser loyalty to him above 
all others, save God.’ 

Discussing feminine psycho- 
sexual problems, Barbeau stated

Subsequent presentations to be 
given on following Sundays at 11 
a.m, will include treatments of 
themes of N ro contributions to 
American culture in medicine, ed- 
ucatio rights and other 
professions, 

“We have been totally oblivious 
to color when it comes to any 
awareness of the rich gifts to our 
common inheritance made by tal- 
ented black persons throughout 
our history,”’ Dr. Lewis told 
his congregation. ‘‘In the matter 
of housing, employment’ and 
education, however, we have been 
very color conscious, The time 
is overdue to reverse this order.”’ 

The public is cordially invited 
to attend the services, 
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that ‘‘the frigidity of so many 
women, married or celibate, is 
rooted in their incapacity to love 
others with that womanly trust 
and confidence that marks the 
full flowering of wifely love.’’ 

Elaborating on duties of the 
sexes toward each other, Barbeau 
declared that ‘‘from the first 
this was a relationship of mutual 
perfection. She was to help him, 
to make up for his lack (‘It 
is not good for man to be 
alone’), and to bring to fruition 
in him qualities of mind and heart 
that could never exist without her. 
Similarly, he was to help her, to 
enrich her with that fullness of 
womanhood. . .to aidher todevelop 
all her talents, to encourage her 
in all her efforts at self-identity, 
to sustain her in her times oftrial, 
to make fruitful their relation- 
ship,’”’ 

Barbeau believes that mas- 
culinity and femininity cannot be 
conceived as separate, for men 
and women have many traits in 
common. The traditional distin- 
ruishing qualities of active and 
passive, of aggressive and 
tenderly receptive, of intellectual 
ard emotional, overlap in the 
two sexes today. But in spite 
of modern confusion in the male- 
female encounter, ‘‘the being of 
man is toward woman, his very 
maleness has meaning only in 
regard to woman; even as the 
being of woman is directed toward 
man, her femininity needs man,"’

SACRAMENTO AP -State high- 


way officials say that sinking 
sensation in Sacramento’s West 
End has stopped. But they're 


keeping an eye on the situation to 
be sure. 

State Highway Engineer John 
A. Legarra said Wednesday tests 
will continue to see whether con- 
struction on Inteistate 5 in the 
area west of the Cap:tol has caused 
the settling. 

Legarra said no buildings inthe 
area which are built on piles driven 
to bedrock have suffered any 
damage. 

But some other buildings which 
have no such underpinnings have 
developed cracks. 

The Department of Public 
Works reported two prominent 
consultants had concluded that the 
settiement was caused — at least 
partly — by wells removing under- 
ground water, 

Removal! of water would allow 
the overlying layers of earth to 
sete, 

In some places, surveyors have 
found the ground has slumped as 
much as one inch, 

Legarra Sax. when damage was 
first noticed, water pumping was 
cut back by the contractors on the 
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freeway job, Gordon H. Ball 
Enterprises and Ball Sons of Dan- 
ville, 

The Division of Highways now 
reports the water table -—— the 
level of the underground water — 
has begun to rise throughout the 
area from the Capito) west to the 
Sacramento River. 

And survey crews report no 
more settling for the past five 
days. 

Acting Public Works Director 
James A. Moe has sent a letter 
to the contracting firms outlining 
their legal responsibilities. He 


also said owners of property where 
damage has been reported have 
been advised that the settling has 
stopped.

17,500 Set For 
December Draft 


WASHINGTON AP - The Penta- 
gon yesterday ordered the drafting 
of 17,500 men for the Army and 
Marine Corps in December 

The Army will get 15,000 and 
the Marine Corps 2.500 

It marked the second time this 
year the Marines, traditionally 
an all-volunteer outfi:, resorted to 
the draft. The corps took 1,900 
inductees last May, 

The December draft is the high- 
est in four months and about the 
same as last summer’s induction 
levels. Draft calls this year have 


ranged as high as 48,000, which 
was April’s figure. 

The Defense Vepartment gen- 
erally avoids drafting men the last 
half of December. 
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The Kingston Trio once re- 
ferred to UCLA as a ‘‘five

amento State has unfortunately 
developed a similar problem.

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Senators Favor Vietnam Bombing Halt 


WASHINGTON AP -- At least 
half the Senate favors one plan 
or another to halt U.S, bombing 
of North Vietnam, 

Twenty-seven senators of the 
85 who responded tv an Associated 
Press survey said they favor an 
unconditional bombing halt. They 
are opposed by 18 senators who said 
there should be no further bombing 
reduction in the current stage 
of the war. 


In between were 23 senators who 
said they would insist on some 
matching action by Hanoi, either 
in reducing the level of the 
fighting or in compromises at 
the bargaining table in Paris. 

The 18 who appose any reduction 
of the air predicted that a bombing 
halt would result in wholesale 
military infiltration fromthe North 
and stepped up, costly ground 
action in the South by Communist 
units taking advantage of a tooth- 
less American air dragon.

BERKELEY AP — University 
of California’s Chancellor Roger 
Heyns assigned a campus class- 
room Sunday night for a noncredit, 
Student-sponsored course, with 
Black Panther leader Eldridge 
Cleaver as the main lecturer. 

The Chancellor made it clear 
in his announcement that the use 
of a university room had been 
authorized “only for a student- 
sponsored noncredit program.”’ 

The Student Center for Parti- 
cipant Education, which initiated 
the course, announced shortly 
afterwards that Cleaver would 
deliver the first of 10 lecwres 
in the course from 11 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. today in 155 Dwinelle 
Hall, 

The Center said, however, that 
“the struggle’’ for the course, 
Social Analysis 139X, is not yet 
over. 

“We must continue to press 
for credit for the course,’ the 
Center said, adding that its posi- 
tion “continues to be that Social 
Analysis 139X must be given or 
campus for credit as planned."’ 

Student body president ( harles 
Palmer echoed the need to press 
for credit for the course. 

“We have gotten the bottom 
two-thirds of our goal, that is, 
on campus as planned. Now we 
must dedicate ourselves to 
achieving the last and most im- 
portant third, that is for credit.’ 


Palmer added, ‘‘We must also 
dedicate ourselves to the muc! 
larger question of racism in our 
university and in our society.’ 

The faculty instructors in the 
course said the issue of credit 
could be ‘‘properly resolved onl) 
by the actions of the Academic 
Senate,’’
